Washington, D. C., April 17.—[Spectal.]— 
General Miles has been given a reprieve 


' President Roosevelt has determined not to 


retire the Lieutenant General, commanding 
the army, for the present at least. This was

the immediate result of a visit made today 


at the White House by Senators Allison,

President Roosevelt listened attentively 
while the three oldest and most cted 
Republican Senators—Allison of Iowa, Hoar 
of Massachusetts, and Hale of Maine—urged 
that the forcible retirement of General Miles 
at the present time, within the year and a 
half of his limit of legal service, would pre- 
cipitate upon the country another military 
controversy similar to the Sampson-Schley 
disturbance, 
have a disastrous effect upon Republican 
prospects in the next Congressional cam- 
paign. The President said frankly it had 
been his intention to retire General Miles, 
and it was admitted that the statement made 


by the press last Sunday night was by au- } 


thority. 
Roosevelt Promises to Refrain. 


In view of the personal and political pleas | 


made by the three distinguished Senators 


the President stated: that he would delay 


matters at least for the present, and if he 
could see his way clear would permit Gen- 


eral Miles to remain at the head of thearmy | 
until retired by law in August, 1908, unless.

Friction Not 


They represented that much of the friction 
between the Lieutenant General and the!

Executive. The point was also brought out 
that the retirement law, under which the 


| President would have to retire General Miles, 


was not intended as a weapon to punish an 
officer, but merely as a means of forcing the 
retirement of some army officer who was no- 
toriously incompetent through physical or 
mental weakness, and yet who refused to 
apply for retirement voluntarily. 

There was no threat made to President 


Roosevelt that in case of the forcible retire- | 


ment of General Miles his successor as Lieu- 
tenant General could not be confirmed, but 
there was a strong intimation that if the 
President should use the retirement law as 
@ means of punishment the Senate would not 
be disposed to participate in such action by 
permitting anybody to fill a vacancy created 
in such a manner. 


People Against the Move. 

On the political side of the question the 
Senators urged without reserve that the 
people could not readily be made to under- 
stand the reason for the humiliation of a 
soldier who had been ranked as a hero for. 
many years. They declared that the inevit- 
able result would be to provoke a contro- 
versy, and that the names of Schley and 
Miles would be coupled together in the next 
Congressional campaign. The opinion was 
expressed that this might result in the loss 
of enough Republican districts to involve the 
control of the House of Representatives, 

The statement was made positively that 
the grand army men almost as a unit would 
resent the retirement of Miles. | 


Roosevelt’s Side of the Case. 

On the other hand, President Roosevelt 
said frankly that General Miles had been 
guilty of persistent and flagrant violations 
of military etiquette. He declared that 
General Miles had been consorting with 
Democratic Senators and supplying them 
with material with which to make attacks 
upon the Philippine policy of the administra- 
tion. The statement was made positively 


during the conference that General Miles | 


had written to General Greene for the letter 
giving authority to American soldiers to pass 


through the Filipino lines prior to the out- | 


break of the insurrection. 


Miles Must Not Meddle. 
The result of the conference today was the 
declaration on the part of the President 
that no action should be taken until after 
the return of Secretary Root from Cuba, 
which will be after May 1. The President 
insisted, however, that General Miles would 
have to keep his hands.off of the Philippine 
situation entirely, and to this the Senatorial 
callers readily agreed. They did not, in fact, 
attempt to defend General Miles much, but 
largely, if not entirely, confined themselves 
to a plea’ of consideration of gray hairs and 
the necessity of harmony in the party on the 

eve of a serious political campaign. 
The President said he was as anxious to 
avoid a Roosevelt-Miles controversy as he 
was to put an end to the Sampson-Schley dis- 


pute. 
The President and the Senators parted with 


the understanding that General Miles should | 


be comsidered secure in his position for 
the time being. The President holds the ax 
suspended during good behavior, and, in re- 
turn-for that, the Senate probably will con- 
firm General Crozier as chief of ordnance, 
and will resume serious consideration of the 
Root reorganization bill, which had been 
practically suspended in the air since the 
appearance of Miles before the

DUBLIN PRESS HINTS WAR. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, April 18, 3a. m.—John Redmond, 
leader of the Irish Nationalist party in the 
House of Commons, warned the government 
that Ireland will resist coercion. He en- 
treated Wyndham, Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, to change his policy before it was too 
late. 

“If you continue it,’’ said Redmond, “‘ we 
will meet you face to face and give you blow 
for blow.”’ 

Redmond’s warning is echoed from Dub- 
lin, where a Nationalist paper exclaims: 

“The Castle people have declared war on 
our rights. Let there be war.” | 


Redmond Appeals to Finerty. 
Later in the evening Mr. Redmond sent a 
cable dispatch to John F. Finerty at Chica- 
g0 urging him to appeal to the Irish people 
of the United States for sythpathy and sup- 
port to enable the Irish at "home to defend 
personal liberty and constitutional rights. 


Gives England Warning. 
Redmond’s speech in the House of Com- 
mons was repeatedly broken with the cheers 
from the Irish benches. In denouncing the 


crimes act proclamation issued on Wednes- 


day night by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
Earl Cadogan, Redmond declared an in- 
famous conspiracy was on foot in England to 
foment crime in Ireland, where none existed. 
The stories of outrages and violence in Ire- 
land were infamous calumnies. The Nation- 
alists in Ireland were only governed by a 
contemptible minority. A hundred men, con- 
tinued Redmond, stood ready to replace 
every man sent to prison in this struggle. 
They entreated Mr. Wyndham, the chief sec- 
retary. for | Ireland, to change his policy; 
but if he continued it ‘they would meet him 
face to face amd give blow for blow. Their 
answer to his coercion of Ireland would be 
to harden their hearts, strengthen their or- 
ganization, and compel redress. ~* 


Little Crime in Ireland. 

Mr. Wyndham replied that while it was 
true that there was a comparative absence 
in Ireland of crime against the person, the 
lives of people were made miserable by in- 
timidation and boycotting. The government 
was not acting from political motives, but as 
the result of a mass of information labor- 
iously collected and carefully examined, 


Irish Press Is Defiant. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


DUBLIN, April 17.—Commenting on the. 
action of the government in applying sec- 


tions 2, 3, and 4 of the crimes act to eleven 
specified districts in Ireland, where dis- 
turbances have occurred, the Freeman's 
Journal says: | 

‘So end the farcical efforts of killing 
home rule with kindness and buttressing 
up landlordism with sham land acts, The 
proclamations will act as a breeze that fans 
the mountainside when the heather is 
afire.’’ 

The Weekly Nationalist says: 

‘‘We are glad. Let the Irish in America 
and Great Britain note it, that the Castle 
people have declared war on our rights. Let 
there be war!’’

Steamer Hestia Encounters Huge Pil- 
lars of Water Near Cape Hatteras, 
but Escapes with Slight Damage. 


Baltimore, Md., April 17.—[Special.]—Cap- 
tain Ferguson of the steamship Hestia, from 
Cuba, reports an exciting experience. When 
180 miles south of Cape Hatteras the ship 
ran into a terrific rain and electrical storm.

NEW LIGHT ON WAR HISTORY

18, 3 a. m.—The Daily 
Mail, which was the first to announce the 
hitch in the peace negotiations at Pretoria. 
this morning declares that it has authority 
for saying that a basis of peace has been 
practically agreed upon at Pretoria, but 
says that some little time will elapse before 
the details of the plan can be perfected. 
. The paper adds that upon finding that the 
British government refused on Wednesday 
to modify its terms with regard to amnesty, 
banishment, and a responsible government, 
the Boer delegates met again on Thursday. 
. The British dectsion, practically leaving 
them the alternative of accepting the Brit- 
ish terms or breaking up the conference, 
was then communicated to them, and the 
delegates proved much more ®@4asonable. 


Concessions to the Boers. 

When Lord Milner, the British High Com- 
missioner in south Africa, promised the dele- 
gates one or two seats on the Executive 
council, subject to the approval of the gov- 
ernment and pending the restoration of a 
responsible government, they practically 
agreed to accept the British terms. 

Some details, continues the Daily Mail, 
which are not likely to create difficulty, still 
remain to be settled. a 

Lord Milner has summoned from Johannes- 
burg an Australian expert, who is to assist 
in estimating the cost of rebuilding and re- 
stocking the Boer farms. eis 

The delegates, concludes the paper, have 
so far acted quite independently of their rep 
resentatives in Holland. 


Doubts Peace Is Near,

It is 
further declared that Botha and Schalk 
Burger had practically agreed upon terms 
for surrender prior to their visit to Klerks- 
dorp, but that out of loyalty to their allie? 
they insisted on a conference, though, with 
slight hopes that their views would be shared 
by General De Wet and the other Free State 
leaders. 

Buller Dispatches Printed.

The government was prepared to eXamirie,

would not agree to adopt universal suffrage, 
pure and simple, which, he claimed, the 
Socialists alone desired. A revision of the 
constitution, the Premier further gsserted, 
would plunge the country into ‘turmoil; and 
the government utterly declined to be driven 
at the dictation of the populace and under 
threats of strike agitation and violence. 


Threats of Civil War.

The Premier, after remarking that he de- 
clined to notice such calumnies, said the 
existence of their national institutions was 
at stake. The government was responsible 
for the honor and destiny of the country, 
and was conscious of its duty. He then 
invited the Chamber to reject the proposed 
consideration of the proposal to revise the 
ccnstitution. 

Socialists Carry a Point. 

After a violent speech by M. Janson, Pro- 
gressist, who declared the government was 
forcing the country over the brink of civil 
war, the Premier said the government was 
willing, for the sake of peace, to withdraw 
the closure propogeal. 

M. Van der Velde agreed to this, and the 
Chamber unanimously fixed the hour for the 
vote on the question of a revision of the con- 
stitution at 6 o’clock tomorrow afternoon.

The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat devotes much Paper from 
epace to the incorporation Bagasse. 
in Augusta, Me., of the New 
Orleans Bagasse Pulp and Paper company, 
with a capital of $2,000,000, contributed most- 
ly by Maine and Massachusetts capitalists. 
Bagasse is the refuse cane stalks after the 
saccharine juice has been crushed out of 
them. It is proposed to establish and operate 
a mill in New Orleans or somewhere in the 
sugar district within convenient reach of 
the cane fields to manufacture paper pulp 
from the cane as it leaves the mills. At pres- 
ent bagasse is a waste product, used mainly 
for fuel. One of the leading sugar manu- 
facturers of Texas has been making paper 
from bagasse for some time and disposing of 
it at a profit, although he makes only wrap- 
ping paper. The Maine company, however, 
which has been experimenting considera- 
bly, is satisfied that it can make print pa- 
per, and will put up its mill with this object 
in view. As the bagasse output in Louisiana 
amounts to nearly 2,000,000 tons a year, the 
business, if it succeeds, may be large and 
profitable.

THE CITY MUST PAY DAMAGES, 

The Supreme Court, reversing a previous 
decision, rules that where property is dam- 
aged by the depression of a street incident 
to the elevation of steam railroad tracks 
the owner is entitled to compensation from 
the city. The first decision that damages 
could not be collected was acceptable to 
the city. There is much depression of 
streets in connection with the elevation 
of railroad tracks followed by numerous 
claims for damages, amounting in the ag- 
gregate to a large sum. The decision was 
a surprise to the lawyers, who had general- 
ly assumed that the court could not get 
around the constitutional provision that 
private property shall not be taken or dam- 
aged for public use without just compensa- 
tion, The court did get around the provision 
by holding that where property had been

“AMONG THOSE PRESENT.” 

The observer of current history, as it is 
recorded in the newspapers, cannot fail 
to notice the recurrence in their columns 
of conspicuous lists of persons who are 
said to be “ among those present.” They 
are “among those present ” at political 
dinners, and meetings, and social affairs; at 
receptions to foreign visitors, at the theater 
and the opera, at funerals and at weddings, 
at all occurrences of private festivity and 
of public rejoicing or mourning. 

The extent to which the citizens who are 
“ among those present” contribute to the 
‘welfare of the community can scarcely be 
set down in words or figures. It is an in- 
determinate quantity, perhaps depending, 
in some degree, upon the character, intelli- 


persons present. Some of the names are 
so familiar that they deserve almost to be 
numbered with the claque, an obsolete in- 
stitution which is maintained at the opera 
in Paris, but is not customarily in opera- 
tion in the United States, Others are un- 
doubtedly the names of men distinguished 
for what is loosely denominated ‘“‘ civic 
pride.” | The line between civie pride and 
personal vanity is not always easily dis- 
tinguished, still it is easier to ascribe im- 
proper motives to gentlemen who occupy 
constantly the center of the stage than to 
give them the credit which they deserve 
for self-sacrificing devotion to the interests 
of the community at large. 

Is it significant that “ among thosepres- 
ent” are seldom found the names of the 
leading men at the bar, or in medicine, or 
in the pulpit, or any of the other liberal 


scientific attainments, of the young fellows 
who have suddenly come to the front in the 
mechanical or electrical arts, have little 
time to give to public functions. Many of 
them are personally unknown to the re- 
porters of the press. They are pegging 
away by night as well as by day, in order 


the fame which they hope to achieve. So 
we may not look in the lists of “ those 
present ” for the young men who are to 
make Chicago famous in the next genera- 
tion. We can only hope to find there either 
the names of men who are already famous 
or of the men who wish to become so by 
attending public dinners and ‘entertain- 

It is a question whether the list of 
“among those present” has not outlived 
its usefulness and is not getting to be a 
vain repetition. ‘The names are usually 
the same, Their constant republication 
serves no purpose of edification or instruc- 
tion. It is irritating rather than otherwise 
to the masses of the people who are not 
“among those present” to see constantly 
paraded the names of a few men who are 
supposed to be influential and important, 
but ‘whose solid contributions to the ad-

It was his great-grandfather who success- 
fully engineered the supply of water to Edin- 
burg from the Pentland Hills, and at the 
inaugural ceremony when the water began . 
to pour into the reservoir he remarked to 
an eminent divine: ‘‘ Well, doctor, don’t 
you think that after having made that water 
run up hill I might walk through hell with- 
out getting singed,’’ to which his reverend 
friend replied: ‘‘ Before attempting it I think 
you would do wisely, my Lord, to provide 
similar water works there and to keep them 
playing.’’ 

Many patents were taken out by the father 
of the present Earl, and likewise by his 
grandfather, the famous Admiral, Lord 
Cochrane, who played so conspicuous a réle 
in the liberation of the South American re- 
publics from Spanish rule, commanding in 
turn the Brazilian navy and that of Peru 
and Chile. 

One of the most remarkable inventions 
of this grand old sailor, who likewise com- 
manded for a time the British naval forces 
on the North American station, remains to 
this day a state secret, concealed in the 
archives of the British Admiralty.

As I 
have just mentioned, the Domesday Book 
was not included in this lot of records, but 
was represented by a facsimile produced 
by the photo zincographic process. 

The original Domesday Book its still in the 
most perfect state of preservation, as any 
ome who takes the trouble to inspectit at the 
Record office may perceive Indeed, it is 
difficult to believe in turning over its pages 
that it is over 900 years old. There are two 
volumes; each about the size of a family 
Bible. The writing, in many different hands, 
is a marvel of neatness and clearness, with 
initials and names of people and places 
rubricated. The ink has faded little, and 
apart from difficulties of interpretation the 
‘book is as easy to read today as when it was 
written. The contemporary binding of skin 
over wood, decorated with copper, is still 
preserved, though it was replaced some time 
ago because it had been badly worm-eaten. 


The Domesday Book, it may be added for 
those who happen to have forgotten its his- 
tory, is the record of the great survey of 
England, made in or about 1804 by order of 
King William the Conqueror. It was a 
threatened invasion by the Danes that led 
King William to take this step, and for the 
purpose of ascertaining tie capabilities of 
the kingdom, both as regards defense and 
taxation, he sent commissionere into each

Mr. Mox took a basketful of eggs to Wau- 
kegan one day and sold them for the highest 
price in the market. It was not revealed 
in the proceedings before Justice Murrie that 
Jacob spent the money foolishly or other- 
wise, but when Mrs. Mox demanded the price 

f the eggs it was not forthcoming. Jacob 
acdaned with her upon the basis of the 
venerable adage, *“‘ What’s mine ts yours 
and what's yours is mine,’’ but Mrs. Mox 
would have none of it.

First, God; second, revelation; third, di- 
vine purpose; fourth, the creation; flifth, 
the sin of man; sixth, the grace of God; sev- 
enth, election; eighth, our Lord Jesus Christ; 
ninth, faith and repentance; tenth, holy 
spirit; eleventh, the new birth and the new 
life; twelfth, the resurrection and the life 
to come; thirteenth, the law of God; four- 
teenth, the church and sacraments; fif- 
teenth, the last judgment; sixteenth, Chris- 
tian service and the final triumph. 

The committee also was charged with the 
work of the revision of the confession of 
fe'th by the preparation of a declaratory 
statement defining the meaning of certain 
portions of the confession.

WORKERS FORM: A 
UNIQUE ORGANIZATION. 


Will Make a Demand That the Women 

Workers Be Given Fifteen Minutes’ 

Advantage at Both Ends of the Day, 

So That They May Not Be Subjected 

to Aanoyances—Commission Men 

Have a Protest—Doom of the 
Nickle Shave.

After a rest of a week Mayor Harrison 
comes home to face the music today. He 
will also have to pay the bill for the piper. 
Being accustomed to it, he understands that 
as soon as he leaves town the City Hall or- 
chestra begins playing badly out of tune, and 
it takes some vigorous wielding of the mu- 
nicipal baton before the musical snaris are 
straightened out again. bar 

As soon as things go wrong in the City 
Hall during the Mayor’s absence the depart- 
ment heads exclaim in chorus: 

“* We'll pass it up to the Mayor.” 

In this way there accumulates a mass of 
troubles, big and little, for Mr. Harrison to 
tackle when he gets back. So all the time 
he has been down in the palmetto groves of 
New Orleans he knew that the city officials 
were engaged in side-tracking everything 
that did not run directly into them unawares. 

The Mayor is expected to arrive from the | 
Southern trip this morning at 11 o’clock, but 
it is possible that he may not get in until 
later in the afternoon. Aside from the dis- 
cord in the Cook County Democracy ranks he 
will find a line of city officials with trouble 
waiting to see him. | 

Musham’s Problem for Mayor. 
Chief Musham has one problem for Mr. 
' Harrison to solve. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court knocking out the 2 per cent tax 
on foreign insurance companies hits the Fire 
department more severely than any other 
department in the municipal government. It 
was contended that this 2 per cent tax, which 
represents about $150,000, should be appro- 
priated specifically for the Fire department. 
In case it had, the department would lose 
the entire amount. As it is, it loses equally 
with the other departments, except that the 
25 per cent of the amount whith is put to the 
credit of the firemen’s pension fund, or near- 
ly $40,000. is lost entirely. The other 75 per 
cent. according to law, goes to the salary roll 
of the Fire department, but itis not appropri- 
ated to the department as such.

This was held to be itllegal, and, although 
the decision in the County Court upheld the 
assessment, it was ordered that the taxes 
should be hefd in the County Treasury until 
the final decision of the court had been 
secured.
